ment for sessjons each year. Despite cynical 
predictions that this might merely double the 
confusion, the plain fact is that a session every 
two years has proved too little and often too 
late to deal with’ urgent state problems. 

These are the major proposals which the Gen- 
eral Assembly left to the electorate. Other 
important legislation was limited, but the ses- 
sion did provide several desirable improvements 
in state government: 


Penal Reform: The prison administration was 
reorganized, beginning with provision for a 
professional director of the Department of Cor- 
rections. An industrial board will be established 
to direct prison industries. 

In revising the probation and parole ad- 
ministration, the legislators clung to too much 
of the past system against the advice of a survey 
team of parole experts. The Senate, for ex- 
ample, objected to a proposal to let the judges 
fix sentences in criminal cases. Juries will con- 
tinue to determine both crime and punishment. 


Mental Health: State hospitals will be placed 
under a commission of qualified psychiatrists 
and hospital administrators. And six teams of 
psychiatrists will provide treatment in the field. 


Roads: State aid for maintenance of rural 
roads was doubled, but the same bill will assist 
employment of competent county engineers to 
make better use of road aid funds. Moreover, 
the Legislature initiated a retirement system for 
State Highway Department and Highway Patrol 
employes in an effort to stop the persistent loss 
of trained personnel. 


Agriculture: Sponsorship of the agricultural 
extension program and county agents was 
at last taken from farm organizations and given 
to local committees elected by the farmers. The 
Legislatur@ also improved the Bang’s disease 
control law, which protects cattle and everybody 
who uses dairy products. 


St. Louis: As usual the state’s largest city 
was somewhat neglected. The legislators passed 
a deserved 15 per cent pay rise for the St. Louis 
police, along ‘with a totally undeserved House 
proposal to investigate them, and enacted a 
watered-down bill to permit merging of pre- 
cincts for use of voting machines. But bills to 
advance off-street parking, to strengthen the 
Bi-State Agency and to provide unified control 
of the public schools all met slow deaths. 

A long list also could be made of matters of 
state-wide importance which were rejected: 
election law retorms including an earlier pri- 
mary date, efforts to curb stream pollution and 
support soil conservation, and the long-needed 
lien-and-recovery law for old-age pensioners—a 
tender political issue. 

Fortunately, the list of legislative burials also 
includes measures to sabotage the non-partisan 
court plan and Conservation Commission, and 
the “right-to-work” law against union security. 

In sum, the Legislature passed. a near-record 
250 bills, but many of these were of slight value, 
and the most important of all were passed on 
to the voters. 

This rowdy and rambunctious session was 
nothing to be proud of. But its record should 
command copsideration from all those Mis- 
sourians wh@ will make the final decision on 
bonds and/échools and taxes. The voters will 
also decide whether to send their elected repre- 
sentatives back to Jefferson City each year to 
see if they can do better.

Mandate for Missouri Schools 


Missouri school officials, it seems to us, have 
been given a mandate by the Supreme Court to 
end segregation within the next year or so. 

In its final orders in the school segregation 
cases, the Court said that “school authorities 
have the primary responsibility” for complying 
with the Court's decision against segregation at 
“the earliest practicable daie.” 

What is the earliest practicable date in Mis- 
souri? The question has already been answered 
by the large number of schoo! districts which 
have either ended segregation or adopted plans 
to end it by next fall. St. Louis, Kansag City, 
Springfield, St. Joseph and other communities 
have taken that course. So have smaller com- 
munities in all sections of the state, including 
“Little Dixie” and including the Boothee!. 

If all of these Missouri communities find that 
segregation can be practically ended in 1955, 
how can any Missouri community plausibly con- 
tend that the “practicable date” is some later 
time”? Except where special circumstances such 
as lack of classroom space dictate a short post- 
ponement, Missouri school officials should make 
up their minds to complete the desegregation 
process by the start of the September term. 


Automation is taking over the quantitative job, and tomorrow's 
manager cannot be a copy of yesterday's; he must be able to 
move surely on ground that no other generation has tried; and 
for this he must have a broad background of liberal-arts study.

The practice of management will be 
profoundly affected by the rapidly ap- 
proaching forces of automation and sta- 
tistical decision-making. 

Many of the quantitative aspects of 
the executive's job are going to recede 
into the innards of a computer. 


Thus, in one company, dozens of 
clerks used to work laborious days on 
their slide rules to provide data for 
what were no more than calculated 
guesses, on top of which management 
built a whole pyra- 
mid of deliberate 
decisions: A ¢om- 
puter can now take 
readings of the 
whole spectrum of 
data at any time de- 
sired, give the rele- 
vant figures their 
proper weights, and 
come up with pro- 
duction schedules, 
orders for materials 
and financial bud- 
gets to insure max- 
imum efficiency of 
operation. 

Straight-line ex- 
tension of the norm that has led the 
company this far will not necessarily 
suffice to lead it in the future. Top 
management cannot expect to pick its 
succession exactly in its own image and 
get away with it. 

The first question a company must 
now ask of its candidates for executive 
responsibility is: “What can you do 
that a computer can’t?”

Case for Mental Discipline 


On one point all authorities have 
agreed. Narrow specialization is not 
enough; this is already responsible for 
most of the inability of middle-manage- 
ment executives to be considered for 
promotion. 


Thus there has been a growing call 
for “breadth” in educational prepara- 
tion for management, and a surprising 
degree of agreement of the need for 
more liberal arts in college. 


Wider subject matter, more courses 
about more things in the contemporary 
world, will give the student more 
breadth. 


But it is also apparent that in a day 
when the executive will be able to dial 
the electronic reference library and get 
all the facts about the subject he wants, 
mere accretion of facts will not war- 
rant his putting in the time to prepare 
merely to know the facts. ; 

The call is for the ability to move 
with confidence on unfamiliar ground. 
Tomorrow's executive must be able to 
move surely from policy to action in 
situations that will be different from 
anything any generation has experienced 
before. 


The study of the humanities—of liter- 
ature, art and philosophy, and of the 
critical terms that these disciplines use 
to assess the world—is startlingly more 
pertinent and practical than the “prac- 
tical” vocational preparation. 


As a Practical Humanist 


An executive must be able to inter- 
pret the social and political environ- 
ment in which his com operates. 
He must be familiar with as much of 
the growing body of knowledge of hu- 
man behavior as possible. 

Clarence Randall, president of Inland 
Steel, put it thus: “The weakness of 
technical education as a preparation for 
a business career . . . when it is not 
balanced by participation in liberal dis- 
ciplines, is that it leaves in the mind of 
the student the impression that all prob- 
lems are quantitative and that a solu- 
tion will appear as soon as all the facts 
have been collected and 


s 


mathematical formula evolved. The 
mysteries of human behavior from 
which come our most complex modern 
problems do not lend themselves to 
quantitative analysis.” 


What can humanities offer that is 
pertinent to the executive's job? There 
is plenty of testimony that a common 
factor in executive success is the ability 
to express oneself in language. 


Alfred A. Houghton, chairman of the 
board of Corning Glass, poses the prob- 
lem bluntly: 


“The executive does not deal with 
physical matter. He deals exclusively 
with ideas and with men. He is a 
skilled and practical humanist.” 


The fullest kind of training for this 
ability can actually be given by the 
practice of reading and analyzing liter- 
ature and art. 


Businesses Lend Support 


Without some awareness of the pos- 
sibilities for meaning in human life he 
is not equipped for this central job of 
managing people. That awareness is a 
direct function of the humanities. 

Ralph Barton Perry says: 

“A course on the documentary tech- 
nique of attribution, or the chemical 
technique of restoration, or the histor- 
ical sources of style, or the administra- 
tion of museums, though given by a de- 
partment of fine arts, is easily dehu- 
manized; but he who offers instruction 
on Titian, Velasquez, or Rembrandt 
must risk the chance that his students 
will see and enjoy Titian, Velasquez, or 
Rembrandt.” 


The procedures which now devote 
the potential executive's most imagin- 
ative years to apprenticeship to fig- 
ures and techniques can perhaps be 
changed to take advantage of the stim- 
ulated imagination, the taste for gen- 
eral ideas with which the graduate 
emerges from college, without losing the 
advantages of buckling down to work 
and getting a responsible job done. 

The humanities in the college are 
now struggling to put the pieces of the 
specialties back together again in order 
to make the integrated man that man- 
agement can best use. 


If they get the sort of direct support 
already given by Corning Glass Works, 
General Motors, and General Electric. 
as expressed in their sponsorship of 
the College English Association's con- 
ferences, and in the research projected 
by that organization, these disciplines 
can prove the most valuable single re- 
source available for the management 
of the future.

The twentieth birthday of the Rural 
Electrification Administration inspired 
Vice President Nixon to make a speech. 
He told 1000 REA employes: “You know 
and I know the great benefits that have 
derived from this program... .

In May, 1947, Representative Nixon 
(Rep.), California, voted against restor- 
ing a $25,000,000 cut in REA loan funds;

Between Book Ends 


Stranger Than Any Fiction 


AN ADVENTURE, by C. A. E. Moberly and E. B, 
Jourdain, edited by Dr. Joan Evans. (Coward- 
McCann, 127 pgs., $3.50.) . 

Surety no more fantastic story was 
ever put on paper—as fact, mind you, 
not fiction—than this one called “An 
Adventure,” which first appeared in 
print in 1911, and is now issued in a 
fifth edition. 


For the benefit of readers not fa- 
miliar with it, it recounts the experi- 
ences of two ladies from England, dons 
from Oxford, while they were visiting 
Versailles for the first time. They were 
walking through the palace grounds on 
their way to Petit Trianon, the favorite 
residence of Queen Marie Antoinette, 
one summer afternoon in the year 1901, 
when without warning, and without any 
sign of abnormality except an eery feel- 
ing, they found themselves amidst 


scenes and people of Queen Marie An- 
toinette’s time. 


They were not particularly startled 
because everything seemed quite. nat- 
\ ural, They were 
too ignorant of 
French history to 
take in the full sig- 
nificance of what 
they saw; they 
merely thought the 
dresses of the peo- 
ple they passed 
were a little out of 
Style. 

Only afterwards, 
when they began to 
talk about the ex- 
perience, did its 
fantastic nature 
dawn upon them. 
They

then wrote 
Sag -weperate accounts, and began a 
l process of digging into historical 


records to find out just exactly what 
it was they had seen. 


It is the results of this research which 


cause one to pause before dismissing 
the whole thing as obvious hallucina- 


tion. They are set forth in detail with 
meticulous documentation, and if they 
are to be believed, they show that what 
the two ladies described as having seen 
——such as a kiosk here, a bridge and a 
wood there—actually did not exist in 
1901, had not existed in living memory 
~——but had existed, exactly as described, 
in 1789 when this was Marie Antoin- 
ette’s favorite haunt. 

Every detail of their description—the 
uniforms worn, certain bars of music 
heard, the faces of persons encountered 
—all checked with the facts dug up 
about the queen’s life there. And none 
of them could in any way be accounted 
for by anything known to have occurred 
at the time of their visit. In other 
words, all attempts to prove the reality 
of the experience in terms of the year 
1901—and not 1789—fell to the ground, 


Many have, of course. tried to find a 
rational explanation. But judging from 
the record as here presented, the psy- 
chical experts have been complete! 


baffled. One has a hunch they w 
remain so. 


The editor concludes her preface by 
Saying, “The reader must make up his 
own mind. I hope that I have simpli- 
fied his task by the production of the 
edition.” This reader did not find his 
task in any way Simplified, and con- 
fesses his lack of a solution.

KY was chatting with vis- 

itors in his cramped office 
adjoining the Cardinals’ dress- 
ing room in Al Lang Field, 
St. Petersburg, Fla. This was 
in the morning before the play- 
ers arrived for their exer- 
cises, too early for the sport- 
ive beer barons whose flan- 
nel playsuits hung in open 
lockers against one wall. Un- 
interrupted by. employers or 
employes, the manager sat 
at his desk, a neat little man 
in neat sports clothes, talk- 
ing evenly about his job. 

Some mention was made of 
his “troubles” of 1954, when 
ruckuses on the playing field 
had impelled Stanky to apolo- 
gize publicly to the St. Louis 
fans. 

“Painted troubles, I'd call 
them,” Eddie said mildly. He 
went on to say that he had 
sincerely enjoyed every min- 
ute of his three seasons as 
manager, even the long months 
of last summer when the St. 
Louis pitching fell apart and 
the club floundered home in 
sixth place. 


“Are you on good terms with 
your players, Eddie?” 

a ou'd have to ask the play- 
ers” he said. “I don't sup- 
pose any manager is 100 per 
cent popular with every one 
of his 25 players.” 


Popular Fallacy. 

“Do you take the ball games 
home with you and play them 
over at night?” 

“Not to the extent of snap- 
ping at my wife and beating 


the children.” Amusement 
replaced his expression of 
thoughtfulness. 


“There was a fellow in here 
asking these questions,” he 
said. ‘‘We'd never met before. 
I could tell from his manner 
that he'd heard about Stanky 
and made up his mind that 
here was a bad guy. He asked 
me about taking the games 
home at night and I told him 
‘I think I’m improving. I 
used to come home and whip 
each of the children three 
times. Now I’ve got it down 
to one whipping apiece!” 

It is suspected here that 
many baseball fans who never 
met Stanky, perhaps most of 
them, share that interviewer's 
erroneous impression of him. 
The nicknames which news- 
papers hung on him 
“Muggsy” and “The Brat”’— 
created misapprehensions in 
the public mind. The truth is 
that Stanky always has been 
a competitor, never a hooligan. 

His personal relationship 
with Leo Durocher was char- 
acteristic. When he played for 
Durocher in Brooklyn, he gave 
the manager everything he 
had, including what Eddie 
himself called his “intangi- 
bles.” The winter’ he was 
traded to Boston, when 
Durocher horned into Stanky’s 
salary dispute with Brooklyn, 
taking the club’s side, Eddie 
considered it a knife thrust in 
the back. As long as Stanky 
played for the Braves, Duro- 
cher was his enemy but later 
when both were Giants the old 
manager-player relations were 
restored. In Durocher’s phrase, 
Stanky “came to play”; he 
saved his enmity for the foe 
on the field 


EWS of Gussie Busch’s 
N éecision to fire Stanky be- 

cause “a change might 
make things work better” is 
received here with genuine 
regret, in which personal feel- 
ings about the man play’ no 
part. If the game hasn't room 
for warriors of his stripe, 
it is baseball's deep loss. 

When Stanky went to St. 
Louis, special .circumstances 
made his job especially tricky. 
Probably there is no other 
club with the intense family 
feeling, the long tradition of 
tribal loyalty, characteristic of 
the Cardinals. Most of them 
came up through the organiza- 
tion; they were Cardinals 
schooled in Cardinal tradition 
from the first day they touched 
a baseball for hire, and all 
their managers were Cardinals 
—Frank Frisch, Ray Blades, 
Billy Southworth, Eddie Dyer, 
Marty Marion. 

Into this atmosphere came 
Stanky as an alien and an 
enemy alien to boot. To some 
who regarded this truculent 
outlander with suspicion in 
1952, he is still an enemy. 
They refuse to credit him with 
any ability as a manager. 


This Is Advice? 


I don’t know whether Eddie 
is a good manager or not. 
Neither, it is suspected, does 
Gussie Busch, which is much 
more important. A fox-hunting 
man himself, the brewer has 
some baseball men around 
him, and some sycophants. 

Sometimes junior executives 
would visit the clubhouse after 
a painful defeat, find the 
players morose and silent, and 
go out shaking their heads. 

“The boys are too tense,” 
they would complain to any- 
body within earshot. “Fellow 
has to -be relaxed to play 
well.” 

Perhaps Stanky’s successor, 
Harry Walker, could appease 
these authorities by leading 
clubhouse sangerfests after 
defeats, but if Gussie is going 
to be guided by counsel from 
such sources, not even Pinza 
could last long as manager.

“T have no right to keep any- 
one out of the 1956 convention 
and I have no intention of doing 
so,’ Butler said. 

However, he emphasized that 
he would expect any delegate 
to next year’s Chicago conven- 
tion to support the _ party's 
nominee. 


“It is the duty of anyone who

Butler's statement came on 
the eve of an extended trip that 
will take him to Texas in mid- 
June.

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A Taste for ‘Real Italian’ Spaghetti 


Returning Service Man Wants Mother to Make True Neopolitan Variety

Mrs. L. 

Deason of Carsonville, Mo., 
wants a recipe for real Italian 
meat balls and spaghetti, be- 
cause, she says, that is what he 
has already asked for in his 
letters 

“Real Italian” is an expres- 
sion which gets a lot of kicking 
around. Furthermore, there are 
lots of ways of cooking spaghetti 
and many variations of meat 
balls. However, in order to get 
as near to the real Italians as 
possible, we will combine basic 
tomato sauce with spaghetti and 
polpette ala Napolitana, or meat 
balls Neopolitan. 

First, the meat balls: 

Mix thoroughly a pound of 
ground top round steak, a fourth 


of a pound of ground veal, a 
fourth of a pound of ground 
lean pork, a_ tablespoon. of 


minced parsley, salt and pepper 
to taste, a tablespoon of cur- 
rants or raisins, two unbeaten 
exes and a half cup of bread 
crumbs or two slices of bread 
chopped fine. 

If it’s too soft when mixed, 
add more bread crumbs. Mold 
the meat into 12 to 15 balls and 
roll them in bread crumbs. 

Now for the sauce: Put three 
tablespoons of olive oil in an 
earthenware pot or Dutch oven 


and bring it to a high heat. 
Brown a couple of cloves of 
garlic in this and then take 
them out. Then mince one and 


a half medium onions and put 
them in the fat and leave them 
in long enough to get soft but 
not brown. Take them out and 
set them aside. 


Put the meat balls in and let 
the hot oil brown them on all 
sides. When they're’ brown, 
pour on a No. 3 can of hard- 
packed tomatoes. Put the onions 
and garlic back in and let it all 


come to a boil. Then add a 
No. 2 can of tomato puree. 
Let it come to a boil again

hours, Stir it now and then, 
turn the meat over and add a

Stir 
it up and cook it at least an 
hour more over the lowest pos- 
sible flame. Then add a couple 
of basil leaves and taste for 
salt and pepper, adding it if

laws put more strain on unions 
than any other factor.

“I MADE UP MY mind that I 
would do anything necessary to 
keep the peace with her, but 
I don't know how much longer 
I can take it. She criticizes my 
management of the home, orders 
me around, calls mv husband's 
attention to my deficiencies and 
demands that he leave me and 
come over to spend the evening 
with her any time she can think 
of some trumped-up excuse in 
helping her with her trifling 
business affairs. “He is ter- 
ribly uncomfortable about it but 
doesn't know what to do, and I 
don't either.” 


It is certainly not easy, Mrs. 
Y., but time is on your side, 
and evidently your husband is 
on your side too, as he ought 
to be. Here are a few sugges- 
tions that vou can use if they 
seem applicable. 


Recognize that your husband 
is the principal sufferer. This 
is much harder on him than on 
you. You have no divided alle- 
giance, but he has. It's not easy 
for him to repudiate his own 
mother. Let him understand 
that you look on it as his prob- 
lem, not yours, that you know 
it is terrible one for him, calling 


30 minutes. Another hour doesn’t 
hurt. 

The sauce and the meatballs 
are now ready. So to the spa- 
ghetti. Fill a large pan with 
water and salt it well. Then 
bring it to a boil. Not just an 
ordinary boil. A galloping boil. 
Then put the spaghetti in all 
at once. The more water the 
better. Cover the pot at first, 
but watch it because it will 
quickly boil over. Take the lid 
off then, but keep it at a raging 
boil. Time it from the first boil 


up. Spaghetti should take 12 
minutes. 

Drain it in a colander or large 
sieve and get it as dry as pos- 
sible so it won’t dilute the sauce. 
Now heap the hot spaghetti on 
a plate. Surround it with meat 
balls and pour on a generous 
supply of sauce and set it in 
front of the soldier, He'll like it. 


* * * 

OONER or later he might 
S want some good old beef stew, 

home style. If so, try this: 
Heat a couple of tablespoons of 
olive oil in a deep pan and slow- 
ly cook therein two big minced 
onions, one big minced carrot, 
a fourth of a pound of mush- 
rooms sliced thin, two table- 
spoons of minced parsley, and 
two tablespoons of diced celery. 
Add two pounds of good lean 
beef cut into small chunks and 
raise the flame. Keep turning 
the meat. 

After 15 minutes turn the fire 
down and let it all cook slowly 
without a cover for 30 minutes. 
Add a cup of concentrated beef 
or chicken stock and cook anoth- 
er 15 minutes. Then mix two 
tablespoons of tomato paste with 
the same amount of water and 
stir that in. Let it cook another 
half hour, salt and pepper it to 
taste and serve it up. 

A good salad to go along with 
either of the above dishes is 
green bean salad, made as the 
Italians make it. Fresh string 
beans are cooked especially for 
the salad, simply boiled and 
salted, at the last minute of 
cooking, which restores the color. 

Put a pound of green beans in 
a saucepan and cover them with 
boiling water. Let them boil 15 
to 20 minutes. Salt them. Then 
drain them and put them in the 
refrigerator. 


While they are chilling, stir 
up a dressing of olive oil, vine- 
gar, garlic and salt and pepper 
in whatever proportions you like. 
Cover the chilled beans with the 
dressing and serve them on 
crisp lettuce leaves, and you will 
find that you've added a new 
and excellent salad to your rep- 
ertoire.

The Countryside

Gat weeks ago we attended the annual dinner of Roose- 


velt High School's Quill and Scroll Society, we had 

the pleasure of meeting Arthur Leutheusser. Not exactly 
f student or member of the Roosevelt High “Rough Rider” 
staff, Mr. Leutheusser has 
still had plenty of experi- 
ence in the St. Louis school 
system, for he is former 
principal of the Irving 
School and had come to 
the dinner with his daugh- 
ter who teaches at Roose- 
velt and is adviser to the 
Quill and Scroll. Before 
the meeting broke up, we 
learned that in addition to 
being an educator, Mr. 
4 Leutheusser is an outstand- 
7 ing naturalist and talented 
@_ artist whose primary in- 

terest in this field has al- 
4 Ways been wildlife sub- 
jects. Originally working 
in black and white, he has 
recently—at the young age 
of 80—taken to painting in 
oils. 

Not long afterward, we 
had an opportunity for another visit with the Leutheussers 
when they accompanied a group of Quill and Scroll mem- 
bers who paid a call on us at Possum Trot. We hiked down 
across the botton fields to the Big Pond. and I was delighted 
to observe with what a keen eye this lifelong naturalist took 
in the entire scene. The penstamon and other wildflowers 
blooming in the meadow, the young killdeer whose parents 
flew above us in vain attempt to lead us away, the dragon 
flies and bullfrogs at the pond; none escaped him. 

«+? = 

WHEN THE GROUP LEFT, I discovered that our new 
friend had brought some really interesting treasures for our 
library. First were copies of two publications which he had 
helped to edit in St. Louis in past years. One is the Bulletin 
of the St. Louis Nature Society which he both wrote and 
illustrated; the other a series of nature study bulletins which 
make up special editions of School and Home, a magazine 
distributed through the public schools. These latter were 
written in collaboration with Lewis Dougan, former princi- 
pal of Field School, and illustrated with drawings by Mr. 
Leutheusser which are both technically and scientifically 
excellent. There were, in addition, a copy of “Stories of Out- 
door Science” and four original drawings of the European 
tree sparrow, racoon, groundhog and pileated woodpecker— 
all of which will go on my study walls. 

I do not know whether the book is still used in the 
schools, but it is certainly a fine natural history of the Mis- 
sissippi river drainage area that takes in a good part of 24 
states. And although Messrs. Dougan and Leutheusser prob- 
ably planned it for the last years of grammar or first years 
of high school, we've already found it filled with material 
on botany, geology, birds and wildlife, water and other sub- 
jects which is both readable and valuable. The nature study 
bulletins which appeared in School and Home are equally 
informative and inter¢sting, covering the 
Missouri,” “Toads and Frogs,” 
“Fishes of Missouri,” 
similar subjects. 


“Fur Bearers of 
“The Squirrel Family,” 
“Birds of the Missouri Marshes,” and 
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IN THIS DAY when the city has a tendency to grow 
further and further away from the country and when more 
and more youngsters lack opportunity for intimate contact 
with nature in their daily lives, the use of such material as 
this in our schools seems to me to be doubly important, 
The case is well put in the introduction to “Stories of Out- 
door Science” when the authors state that its objectives are 
(1) to quicken the observation, (2) to develop a better ac- 
quaintance with some of the more common aspects of nature, 
and (3) to broaden the understanding of the laws according 
to which nature’s processes are carried on, 

Someone may ask why—or whether—these things are 
important. What is the object of going out into the country, 
of walking in the fields and woods or along the stream? And 
if we do, what difference whether we know a daisy from a 
dandelion—a woodcock from a warbler? The only answer I 
can give would be this: no matter how tied we may be to 
the office, factory and pavement, yet we are still dependent 
upon the country and upon nature for practically every basic 
necessity of life. Food, clothing, shelter—all come from 
products of soil, air and water. So do the raw materials 
whose processing and distiibution provides most of us with 
a livelihood; and this is true whether we are engaged in 
manufacture, transportation, advertising or almost any other 
business. It may be possible to live without any curiosity 
about these things; yet life is far more interesting and re- 
warding if we understand something of the natural world 
around us and of our relation to it.

THUS WE GO ABROAD into the countryside to in- 
crease this understanding, as well as for the pleasure and 
recreation of simply being outdoors. And if we do this, we 
will learn and enjoy in direct proportion to our powers of 
observation, our knowledge of what to look for and our 
understanding of What we see. 

The introduction to “Stories of Outdoor Science” tells 
of Clarence Hawkes, a blind cripple who became a naturalist. 
This he did through the realization that there were other 
senses besides sight which had been given him to use and 
develop—hearing, touch, taste and smell. Thus he learned 
that birds can be identified by song, flowers by scent, fruits 
by taste and countless forms by touch. When we add to this 
the marvelous sense of sight which brings all the others 
into focus, what a pity it is to dash down the highways of 
the world—understanding nothing. 


Food Selection

T luncheon in the cafeteria food should be selected with 
A eves care. It would not do to make a choice in a hurry 

and then regret it. 

Ample time, therefore, must be allowed to look over the 
menu. It must be allowed, even though the cafeteria is 
crowded and the line is long and there are many people 
behind impatient to get their food and sit down. 

The menu must be studied carefully to make sure noth- 
ing is overlooked. Consideration must be given to what is 
digestible and what indigestible. If two items or more are 
selected there must be assurance that they-go well together. 

The food must be chosen with reference to whether a 
person is trying to put on weight or take off weight. Thought 
must be given to what is likely to be served at home in the 
evening so as to avoid the danger of ruining the efforts of 
the housekeeper by announcing that what she has labored 
over was eaten for lunch. 

Account must be taken also of the mood of the chooser. 
What might be relished one day is not something that nec- 
essarily is relished every day. The question is whether the 
chooser feels more like soup than like salad, or whether a 
sandwich would not go better than either. 

If the pressure of persons in the rear grows too great, 
then some of them will have to be allowed to pass. But they 
should be discouraged by giving them as little room as pos- 
sible in which to squeeze through. 

Provided sufficient time is taken, a choice should 
eventually. be made, which, according to all standards of 
judgment, is the best. =

Jewish Youth 5 gta Has 42 St. 
sry me

HE summer job for the teen- 
T ager is an established tradi- 

tion and the established time 
for Operation Jobhunt is this 
present period just before school 
closes. But jobs are not always 
available and for teen-agers, less 
adept at selling their own abili- 
ties, the process is likely to be 
a discouraging one. To help 
close the gap between employer 
and young hopefuls and to give 
their members practical expe- 
rience in the ways of the world, 
the Jewish Youth Organization, 
teen council sponsored by the 
Jewish Community Centers As- 
sociation, has gone about the 
job hunting project in an organ- 
ized way this year. 

Forty-two youngsters, working 
in teams, started out on May 17 
and will continue through to- 
morrow, looking for jobs on a 
group basis, not only for them- 
selves but for others, older as 
well as young people. Thus far, 
the project has been an educa- 
tidnal one, the J.Y.O. members 
having learned how to get about 
the city under the new zone 
fares, how to approach a poten- 
tial employer and, most fre- 
quently of all, how to get turned 
down and try, try again. 

“This plan has been tried in 
two other cities, Chicago and 
Cleveland,” Herb’ Blaukopf, 
J.C.C.A, teen-age director, ex- 
plained. “It’s proved very suc- 
cessful in those places, and we 
hope it will work out here, not 
only this year but in future 
years. It seems to me other 
organizations could make good 
use of the same type of plan.” 

Blaukopf and William Budd. 
director of the county branch of 
J.C.C.A. worked out the plan 
with Edgar Schiller, Jack Wer- 
boff, and Marie Schwartz, staff 
members of the Jewish Employ- 
ment and Vocatiorial Service. On 
Sunday, May 15, an orientation 
meeting was held at Shaare 
Emeth Temple, where, by means 
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of skits and lecture, the young 
people were told how to go about 
their solicitation. Morris Glaser, 
president of Glaser Drug Co., 
spoke to them from the employ- 
ers’ angle, and emphasized the 
importance of assuming respon- 
sibility for a job once it’s un- 
dertaken. He also passed on a 
few suggestions concerning ap- 
pearance—no earrings, bobby 
socks, bluejeans, no cigarette 
smoking or gum chewing.
